Inquiry Under Way. 

The crash, first to cause fa- 
talities since the 4900-acre field 
was opened in 1948, touched off 
an investigation by Queens 
County authorities and a repre- 
sentative of the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administration. 

Survivors said the flight orig- 
inally was scheduled to take 
off for San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
at 11:45 p.m. At that time, 
however, the airport was blan- 
keted by fog. 

The take-off came after a de- 
lay of more than an hour. The 
plane was only about 20 feet 
above the runway when. it 
plunged into a grassy marsh 
about one-half mile from Ja- 
maica Bay. 

(Witnesses told the United 
Press that the plane was roar- 
ing through the dark skies at 
better than 100 miles an hour 
when a tongue of flame seemed 
to shoot out from the left wing.) 

“The plane did not hit the 
ground very hard,” said Reinaldo 
Betancourt, 38 years old, one of 
the survivors. “But then one of 
the motors on the right burst 
into flames.” 


Doorway a Mass of Flames. 

“Flames were shooting up- 
ward and the doorway was just 
a mass of flames,” said Leo 
Gore, 33, another of the pas- 
sengers. 

“The heat was terrific, but 
the steward leaped through the 
flames and opened the door. 

“If it hadn’t been for him, 
nobody would have had the 
nerve to jump out.”

WILSON SAYSULS 
CAN CUT ARMY I 
FUROPE IN TIME 


Points to Changes 
Brought About by Ad- 
vent of Atomic Wea- 
pons, Guided Missiles. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (UP) 
—Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson said today that the na- 
tion’s. growing arsenal of new 
weapons should permit a “sub- 
stantial reduction” in the long 
run in the number of American 
troops stationed in Europe. 

Wilson told a press confer- 
ence that the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization goals and 
America’s commitments to west- 
ern European defense now are 
being reappraised in the light of 
this increased strength. 

The United States now has six 
divisions in Europe with other 
divisions committed to go if war 
breaks out. 

Asked if new weapons would 
permit “any substantial reduc- 
tion” in American forces in Eu- 
rope, Wilson replied, “I think 
they would in the long run.” 

Asked to be more specific, 
Wilson said any reduction would 
not come “‘tomorrow morning,” 
but over “a reasonable period 
of time.” e 

Wilson said there are “not 
any plans I can discuss” for cut- 
ting American strength in west- 
ern Europe. 

He emphasized that the new 
weapons have brought about a 
“fundamental change” in mili- 
tary strategy just as when the 
armored division replaced the 
cavalry. 

Asked to name the new weap- 
‘ons, Wilson sited atomic weap- 
ons, supersonic planes, and guid- 
ed missiles, He emphasized 
that the important thing is not 
the number of divisions the 
United States has in Europe, but 
that “we are committed ahead 
of time to go to the defense of 
the free world.”

FAIR TRADE’ LAW 


Rules Against Disturb- 
ing Louisiana Act Al.- 
lowing Manufacturers 
to Fix Retail Prices of 
Brand-Name Goods. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (UP) 


-~—-The Supreme Court today re+' 
“fair | 


fused to disturb state 
trade” laws which permit manu- 
facturers to fix retail prices of 
brand name goods. 

In an action expected to have 
a far-reaching effect on trade 
patterns in the nation, the Su- 
preme Court refused to examine 
a challenge to Louisiana’s fair 
trade statute. The law has been 
upheld in a lower federal court. 
Today’s action was in the. form 
of a brief order. There was no 
opinion. 


The case was appealed by 
Schwegmann Brothers Giant 
Super Market, a New Orleans 
store, the same one which ob- 
tained a fair trude ruling by 
the Supreme Court in May 1951. 

So-called “fair trade” laws are 
in effect in 45 states—all ex- 
cept Missouri, Texas, Vermont 
and the District of Columbia. 
They permit producers of trade- 
marked merchandise such as 
electrical appliances, liquor and 
drugs to make agreements with 
retailers as to minimum selling 
prices. 

Issue ‘Non-Signer’ Clause. 


The controversial feature of 
the statutes lies in a ‘“‘non-sign- 
er” clause which binds all re- 
tailers to the agreement whether 
they have signed or not. In 
1937 Congress passed the Miller- 
Tydings Act exempting the 
agreements from the federal 
anti-trust laws. 

In its 1951 decision the Su- 
preme Court interpreted Miller- 
Tydings to mean that retailers 
who do not sign up do not have 
to adhere to the fixed price. 
There followed a price war in 
trade-marked goods. Congress 
then, passed the McGuire act to 
circumvent the court decision. 
Subsequently a rash of lawsuits 
were filed throughout the coun- 
try by manufacturers who want- 
ed to stop price cutting and 
get the laws enforced. 


Today's action involved a suit 
filed by Eli Lilly & Co., a drug 
manufacturer, to stop Schweg- 
mann Brother from selling 
Lilly’s insulin, streptomycin, 
penicillin and vitamin concen- 
trates at less than “fair trade” 
prices. Schwegmann Brothers, 
which does not sign fair-trade 
agreements, was selling a small 
bottle of insulin for $2.08 when 
the fixed price was $2.83. 
Schwegmann said the Louisiana

Upheld in Lower Courts. 


The Fifth United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, however, 
upheld the validity of both 
measures. -The Louisiana Su- 
preme Court previously had 
found the state law valid. 

Last week, the Supreme Court 
declined to examine a fair trade 
ruling by the Supreme Court 
of Georgia holding the statute 
of that state invalid. 

In another action, the court 
denied a hearing to Vincenzo 
Carrollo, an alien of Kansas 
City, Mo., who has been ordered 
deported. A native of Italy, 
Carrollo was ordered deported 
under a 1917 immigration act 
permitting deportation of any 
alien who is sentenced more 
than once to imprisonment for 
a year or more, for an offense 
involving moral turpitude. 

In 1939 Carrollo was sen- 
tenced in United States District 
Court in Kansas City to four 
years on a perjury charge, three 
years on an income tax evasion 
charge, and one year on a lot- 
tery scheme charge. In 1950 he 
was sentenced in the same court 
to two years and fined $1100 for 
failure to pay a special tax 
levied on wholesale liquor 
dealers.

“The bookies got into me for 


a considerable amount,” the de- 
fendant testified at the continu- 
ation of his trial, which began 
last week. He did not elaborate 
on his dealings with bookmakers. 

Under earlier cross-examina- 
tion by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Max Goldschein, the de- 
fendant testified he ground up 
and sold for hamburger beef 
tenderloin which had been re- 


jected by Government inspec- 
tors. The meat was rejected, he 
added, because a portion of it 
had rested on the floor when it 
was hung. 

Marienfeld said he was in 
“financial difficulties in 1946” 
due to high meat prices and 
other operating costs. He dis- 
cussed a contract he held with 
the Stokeley-Van Camp Co. of 
Indianapolis for boning beef 
one of the principal activities 
of his firm. 

The Government contends 
that Marienfeld avoided record- 
ing many sales by substituting 
“dray tickets” for regularly 
numbered invoices, with collec- 
tions made in cash on delivery. 
His 1946 personal income was 
$70,678, on which a tax of $39,- 
405 was due, it is charged. He 
reported taxable personal in- 
come of $36,253, and paid a tax 
of $15,437 in that year, the pros- 
ecution stated.

One-Dish Meals, Fragrant and Deep Flavored, Are 


Equally Suitable for Simple Family Fare or Party Menus

8 soon as a nip in the air replaces 
the mikiness of Indian summer 
appetites sharpen right along with 
the temperature. Itis then that we in- 

stinctively crave hearty dishes with a 
wich, full-bodied flavor—the kind that 
lend themselves so well to casserole 
eookery. 

* Long a favorite of European women, 
wise in the ways of converting inex- 
pensive food into excellent fare, the 
casserole reached its present popularity 
in this country as a result of World 
War Il. Meat rationing meant that 
homemakers had to stretch precious 
ration points by making a little meat 
go a long way. And long, slow cas- 
serole cooking turned the less tender 
cuts of meat into tempting main-dishes 
which kept well for the irregular din- 
ner hours of wartime living. 

When rationing was a thing of the 
past, the casserole maintained its well- 
deserved place in American menus. 
Ease of preparation and service, blend- 
ing of flavors, and less dishwashing 
are factors which have combined to 
give it importance. 

Furthermore, the casserole is versa- 
tile. It may feature fish, fowl, cereals, 
eggs, meat, vegetables, cheese, seafoods 
or desserts. It may be a family dish, 
or the gracious answer to servantless 
entertaining. 

Pictured at the right is a fine éx- 


ample of a casserole dish which uses 
leftover ham as the basis for the eco- 


nomical main dish of a family meal. 


lima Sunshine Oasserole. 
One eup large dry limas. 
Balt. 


One-fourth cup chopped onion. 

One-fourth oup diced green sweet 
pepper. 

Two tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine. 

One and one-half cups canned to- 
matoes. | 

One cup cream-style canned corn. 


One cup cubed cooked ham. 

Stir rinsed limas into one quart 
rapidly boiling water. Boil gently 
over law heat until tender, about one 
and one-half to two hours. Season 
with one teaspoon salt during last one- 
half hour of cooking time. Saute 
onion and green pepper lightly in 
heated butter. Stir in tomatoes, corn, 
limas and ham. Mix thoroughly and 
turn into greased. casserole. Top with 
buttered crumbs or some of the ham. 
Bake in moderate oven, 350 degrees, 
until heated through and flavors are 
blended, 45 minutes to one hour. 
Yield: four to five servings. 
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OR party fare, try this Shrimp 
Olive Casserole served with a fruit 
salad. 


Shrimp Olive Casserole. 
Three-fourths cup corn meal. 
¢ Two teaspoons salt. 


Three cups boiling water. 
Two tablespoons butter or mar- 


- garine. 


One cup canned tomatoes. 

Three tablespoons chopped onion. 

Three tablespoons chopped gréen 
sweet pepper. 

One-eighth teaspoon black pepper. 

One-half teaspoon worcestershire 
sauce. 

One seven-ounce can shrimp. 

One cup ripe olives. 

Two-thirds cup grated American 
cheese. 

Slowly stir corn meal with one tea- 
spoon salt into boiling water and cook 
until thickened. Melt butter; add to- 
matoes, onion, green pepper, remain- 
ing salt, pepper and worcestershire 
sauce and cook 10 minutes. 

Remove dark vein from shrimp. Cut 
olives into large pieces. Place layer 
of cooked corn meal in greased cas- 
serole, cover with half the shrimp, 
olives, tomato mixture and cheese. 
Repeat the layers. Bake in moderate 
oven, 350 degrees for 30 minutes. 
Yield: five to six servings. 
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As colorful as a bright autumn day is this 
Lima Sunshine Casserole. The flavorful mix- 


ture is made with tomatoes, corn, green sweet 
pepper, ham and large dry lima beans. Butter- 
ed crumbs or some pieces of ham are used 


to top the dish, which is baked in a moderate 


oven 45. minutes to one hour. Crisp relishes 
complement both the flavor and texture of the 
casserole. Because this is simple, homely fare 
it is at its best when served in an informal 
setting such as that pictured above. A blue 
and white checked tablecloth and autumn 
flowers make a perfect background. 


Here the casserole appears in. party dress, 
ideal to serve at a buffet supper. Place over- 
lapping shrimp in the center of the dish, line 
either side with ripe olives lightly dipped in 
oil. The baked mixture of corn meal, toma- 
toes, shrimp and cheese is arranged on the 
sides. Serve with a fruit salad plate of can- 
ned peach halves, mareschino cherries, tart 
grapefruit sections, avocado slices and plump, 
sweet prunes.

In Organized Divisions 


Visiting personnel has been or- 
ganized into divisions to facilitate 
rapid action. A division of callers 
to visit large firms has been set 
up with 65 vice-chairmen, team 
captains and employee captains; 
300 key men (two to each large 
firm), and an effort is being ma 
to name a key man to reach each 
15 employes. This division's quota 
is $3,199,840.

In 1887 ten small health and 
welfare agencies in Denver, Colo., 
united in one campaign and raised 
more money, at less cost, than all 
ten had ever raised in se te 
campaigns. 

Cleveland, Ohio, added some- 

ing new to the idea of united 
giving in 1913—the principle of 
budgeting to spend the money 
wisely. 

New 1600 Chests. 

During 1917, more ‘than 300 
cities organized War Chests, which 
raised money for both overseas 
and home town needs. When the 
war ended in 1919 many cities 
converted their War to 


munity Chest™ was coined 
Rochester, New York. 

The Red Feather became @ sym- 
bol of the Community Chest in 
1928, by way of New Orleans. In 
the year of 1945 the Red Feather 
became the official symbol of the 
798 united campaigns then in exist- 
ence.

_ Throughout the centuries, tradi- 
tions and legends have accumu- 
lated around the wearing of red 
feathers. They have been worn 
as a.sign of courage and a symbol 
of service or achievement. 


Symbol of Knighthood 


In the Orient, legend has it that 
the “Hagoromo,” a robe of state 
made of carefully selected red 
feathers, could be worn only by 
people of distinction who had con- 
tributed outstanding service to 
their communities. The Hagoromo 
was supposed to insure immor- 
tality. 

In Europe when knighthood was 
in flower, a red plume in his hel- 
met was one of the outward signs 
of the true knight. 


In the days of Robin Hood—so 
the story goes—a red feather was 
awarded to each of his Merry Men 
for a good deed performed. 


In America, many Indian tribes 
had a tradition that the young In- 
dian who would win his place @ 
the Council of Braves must first 
prove his right to the honor by 
capturing a feather from a live 
eagle. The feather was then dyed 
red and worn in the brave’s scalp- 
lock as a sign of his achievement 
and the responsibility he must 
now assume for the welfare of his 
tribe. 

The phrase, “It’s a feather ‘in 
your cap,” has come down to us 
from the customs of primitive peo- 
ple who stuck a feather in their 
headdresses for each enemy de- 
feated.

In the membership of the Greater St. Louis Community Chest there are 102 organizations vital to the 
maintenance of community health and welfare, which will be eligible to receive assistance in 1954 from 
funds now being accumulated through gifts of cash and pledges of payment at later dates in the year. The 
had for several years, results, William Charles, president, reports, from the 
agencies that had been members, and the admittance of two new ones. 

“These changes,” Charles said, “were made after a thorough study of the agencies’ programs in the 
light of current needs.” Thus the Community Chest is no static vested interest, but a dynamic service 
federation, flexible to the changing times.

Vast and Varied 

The Forest Park Children’s Cen- 
ter, which is sponsored and sup- 

tted in part by the Junior 

gue of St. Louis, is a study 
and treatment institution for emo- 
tionally disturbed children. It is 
located at 4919 Forest Park boule- 
vard. The Vocational Counseling 
Service, 3936 Lindell boulevard, 
offers vocational and educational 
counseling services to able-bodied 
citizens as well as to the physic- 
ally, emotionally or mentally 
handicapped. 

The range of community work 
bolstered up by assistance from 
the Community Chest is vast and 
varied, reaching out with a lift, in 
some form, for as many as 400,000 
residents of the community each 
year. For instance, more than 11,- 
000 families received help with 
their problems last year through 
six Community Chest Counseling 
agencies. Children . . . 1415 of 
them ... received care in 15 Com- 
munity Chest children’s homes (an 
average of« 834 children each 
month) Ajso, 468 children each 
month shared family life in foster 
homes, supervised by four Com- 
munity Chest agencies. | 

Day nurseries (a dozen of them) 
which are members of Com- 
munity Chest gave care during the 
12-month period to 1378 children. 

An average of 180 aged persons 
a month throughout thé year re- 
ceived residence, care and com- 
panionship in three Community 
Chest homes for the aged, and, in 
10 Community Chest settlement 
houses, 8543 persons took part in 
the year’s educational, recreational 
and neighborhood program 

In an entirely different phase of 
Community Chest work, 313 pati- 
ents were provided with occupa- 
tional therapy through a Commu- 
nity Chest agency during the year, 
and 4707 persons who are handi- 
capped in various degrees and in 
various ways received some help 
and service from six Community 
Chest agencies which specialize in 
those fields. 


Thousands Are Helped 

In still another field, the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, the 

oung Women's Christian Asso- 
ciation, the Young Men’s Hebrew 
Association and the Young Wom- 
en’s Hebrew Association, and the 
Boy and Girl Seout Councils were 
assisted through Community 
Chest membership to do their jobs 
for thousands of St. Louis boys 
and girls, young fnen and young 
women. Boy and Girl Scouts had 
1847 troops with 56,863 members 
in the St. Louis area, and the 

oups were enabled to serve 
39,647 persons. 

Seven Community Chest med- 
ical sociak work departments 
helped 8001 patients to cope with 
problems relating to their illnesses 
during the 12 months, and in the 
same period, 50,490 home nursing 
visits were made to assist 8878 
patients and those who were caring 
or them. 

In the year, nine Community 
Chest clinics treated 42,703 “out- 
patients,” who made an average 
of 25,279 visits tothe clinics each 
month. In addition, a Community 
Chest convalescent and rehabilita- 
tion hospital served 290 patients, 
233 of whom received the service 
either partly or entirely free of cost.

While we regret that we do not: 


have your indorsement of these 
long-overdue rate increases, we know 
you share our desire to see the 
postal service improved and its huge 
deficit reduced. 

We believe, too, most Americans 
will favor these proposed rate in- 
creases if they understand why they 
are essential to a balanced budget. 

“For years the accuracy of the 
Post Office cost figures has been a 
major issue in rate discussions. We 
are greatly encouraged that due to 
expert testimony at the hearings our 
cost ascertainment system is today 
aécepted as a sound presentation of 
cost data, 

The question of postal rates now 
seems to be centercd on the extent 
to which mail users shall bear their 
share of these costs. 

The operations of the postal es- 
tablishment are complex, huge and 
costly—currently the department is 
losing about a million dollars every 
working day! ; 

Some of its major problems, as 
well as their proposed solutions, were 
discussed in an interview with me 
that was published in the U.S. News 
and World Report. ‘Editor's note—

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St. Louis Minus $8,000,000 


The income of the City of St. Louis has been 
running around $50,000,000 a year. Except on 
the federal level, that looks like a lot of money 
—and it is. So some folks—Gov. Donnelly ap- 
parently among them since he has now flatly re- 
fused to submit the earnings tax to the special 
session—wonder why the city is so ardently ask- 
ing for the continuation of thig tax. 

Sure, these people allow, the ending of that 
tax would cut municipal revenues by about $8,- 
000,000; but that would still leave around $42.- 
000,000, and that ought to be enough to provide 
quite a few services. 

But if ever there was a case of deceitful 
figures, this is it. In spite of the $50,000,000 
total, the amount that the Mayor, the Board of 
Estimate and the Aldermen really have had at 
their disposal each year has been closer to 
$11,000,000. And that is not much ‘for saving 
St. Louis from encroaching decay and putting 
the community on the high road of progress. 

. * * 

Here, roughly, is the way $50,000,000 is 
whittled down. First of all, the city treasury 
must support the police and certain state of- 
fices over which St. Louis has no budgetary 
control, That takes about $14,000,000. Then 
the Civil Service Commission sets pay scales 
which the City Administration cannot change, 
and to a considerable extent civil service puts 
the tenure of jobholders beyond reach of the 
City Hall. This is as it should be, but.it takes 
another $22,000,000. 

Then there are miscellaneous requirements 
such as the state’s provision on paying off 
deficits. And that is how Mayor Tucker and his 
associates find themselves with only about 
$11,000,000 or so of really disposable income. 


What would happen, then, if Gov. Donnelly

So far, nobody really has spelled this out, 
item by item, For one thing, such a job is too 
discouraging.

All hope would be gone, however, for the 
increase in the strength of the police force and 
the increase in police wages, the primary re- 
quests of the new ang very able Police Board. 


There would be no increase in personnel in 
any city department, and no increase in pay, 
no matter how. deserved. And even though 
the city has only limited firing power, the 
Aldermen probably would cut the $22,000,000 
payroll appropriation by at least one-third, 
leaving it to the Civil Service Commission to 
say just how the layoffs were to be made. 

In general, Mr. Tucker estimates that there 
would be about a 40 per cent reduction in city 
services. While there is no precise cut-back 
schedule as yet, there certainly would be less 
street repairing and street cleaning. Sewers 
would be neglected, Also public parks and 
playgrounds. Smoke control would be weak- 
ened. And the chance of enforcing the mini- 
mum housing standards law, one of the best 
weapons against slums and blight, would be re- 
duced. There would be less money for installa- 
tion and maintenance of traffic lights and there- 
fore less chance of suceess for the new traffic 
system. And so on, 

. . . 

Worst of all, perhaps, would be the barrier 
against new improvements such as the joining 
of the Memorial and Aloe plazas made possible 
by the voters’ recent authorization of the plaza 
bond issue. There would be no point in under- 
taking similar improvements because the city 
would not have the money and the manpower 
to keep them up properly. 

But there ig little point in trying to determine 
just how St. Louis might slip deeper and deeper 
into decay. All the emphasis, instead, should 
be on the city’s improvement. The meetings 
held by Mayor Tucker and former Mayor Kauf- 
mann with outstate legislators—a series of con- 
ferences halted with the Governor's call of a 
special session—indicate a favorable vote on 
the extension of the earnings tax, perhaps even 
on a permanent basis, if the issue is submitted 
to the Legislature. ; 

Many of its members apparently did not un- 
derstand the real nature of the St. Louis finan- 
cial crisis. Now they do; and they know that 
what’s bad for St. Louis ig bad for Missouri. 
It is to be hoped that Gov, Donnelly will think 
further about the issue, and come to the same 
conclusion. The earnings tax should be brought 
before the Legislature at this present oppor- 
tunity.

Keep the Waters Calm 


The dispute between the Republic of Korea 
and Japan over fishing rights involves delicate 
areas of diplomacy at best. Japan is engaged 
in somewhat similar differences with Australia, 
as the United States was with Mexico earlier. 
The most promising way to compose such dif- 
ferences is the calmest way, and President 
Syngman Rhee’s characteristically drastic ap- 
proach to the problem is not best calculated to 
provoke calm. 


Is it necessary to sentence 27 Japanese fish- 
ermen to two to three months in prison for 
fishing on the Korean side of the controversial 
line which Rhee has drawn? It is a severe 
penalty, and penalties of any sort might well 
await the outcome of the Korea-Japan discus- 
sions being held in Tokyo. 

‘This kind of tactic is likely to increase ill 
feeling on the other side, and it is certainly no 
desirable permanent solution. Restraint is not 
President Rhee’s longest suit, but it is clearly

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Major Theme for the White House 

President Eisenhower is goingto find it 
necessary to return to the subject ofthe hydro- 
gen bomb—and soon. Two weeks ago there was 
so much conflicting talk about the bomb, its pos- 
session by Russia, the threat t6 the United 
States and so on that the President himself at 
last spoke up. Presumably he thought that what 


he said would cause all future references to the. 


hydrogen bomb’ to be in restrained, generalized 
phrases such as he himself used in his press 
conference. 

It has not worked that way. The man in Con- 
gress who bears the heavy responsibility first 
shouldered by the Jate Senator Brien McMahon 
of Connecticut is Republican Representative W. 
Sterling Cole of New York, chairman of the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy Cothmittee. Con- 
gressman Cole says he fears that the Soviets 
bave embarked on a program of production of 
“hundreds or even thousands” of hydrogen 
bombs. 

The Cole position is that it is probably 
neither possible nor necessary to know whether 
Russia is already up with the United States 


in production of hydrogen energy. It is enough, 


in his view, to gnow that this country must be 
prepared for possible bomb attack. 

Defense Mobilizer Arthur 8. Flemming, 8 
high-ranking Eisenhower appointee, goes even 
further. He now ventures the assertion that Rus- 
sia “is capable of delivering suddenly and 
without warning the most destructive weapon 
ever devised by man on chosen targets in the 
United States.” 

So the alarming discussion goes on. Mean- 
time The Wall Street Journal, which seems to 
have a good pipeline to the White House these 
days, reports Secretary Wilson’s view, that, it 
will be about three years before Russia can 
make an H-bomb attack on the United States, 
reflects President Eisenhower’s own opinion. 
The financial community’s daily says that Flem- 
ming and Civil Defense Administrator Peterson 
have irked the White House, which still believes 
that this country can buy “more defense for 
less money.” 

The President is entirely right when he seeks 
to supplement military readiness with tireless, 
patient search for the conditions of peace. The 
whole issue must be seen in perspective. But 
one press conference will never put the H-bomb 
in perspective. The new statements by Messrs. 
Cole and Flemming make it urgent that Mr. 
Eisenhower devote a major public address to 
this subject. 

This is one of the responsibilities which the 
White House cannot escape. It is up to the 
President to set the country on a safe course.

A board of inquiry at Selfridge Air Force 
Base, Mich., has recommended that Lt. Milo 
Radulovieh be discharged from the Air Force as 
a security risk because he maintained “too close 
and continuing a relationship’ with his father 
and sister. The board of three Colonels said 
there was no question of the officer's loyalty, 
but that the father and sister had Communist 
“leanings.” 

This is guilt by association with a vengeance. 
If the board thinks the 26-year-old officer is 
loyal why is that not enough? Loyalty is per- 
sonal. An American cannot be loyal in his own 
acts and disloyal through the acts of others. 
If he cannot be trusted because of relatives then 
his own loyalty is in question, . 

Now the case will be reviewed in Washington. 
In the interests of sanity a straighter look should 
be taken at the national capital. If there is a 
sound case against the trustworthiness of Lt. 
Radulovich let the review board say so. If not 
then let the board say he can be trusted. But 
let there be no Yes and No finding such as 
has emanated from the three Colonels at Sel- 
fridge Base. A veteran of World War II de- 
serves better than that. So would any other 
American citizen. 
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‘+. France Moves in Indochina 

The French are beginning to apply real pres- 
sure in their fall offensive against the Commu- 
nists in Indochina. Commandos have moved 
ashore in undisclosed numbers in north-central 
Viet Nam and are said to be pushing inland 
against little opposition, 

What appears to be most significant about 
this operation is that Gen. Navarre’s headquar- 
ters reports it is being carried out with the “big- 
gest concentration of infantry, armor, aviation, 
artillery and naval craft” assembled in one 
place since the start of the war there almost 
eight years ago. 

Plans to break up and destroy the Communist 
forces in Indochina call for an increased military 
effort by the French, and evidently they are out 


~to meet their part of the bargain, For our part,

- fn aid over the next 15 months. This will bring 


our costs for that war up to some two billion, 
but it will be money well spent if peace can be 
brought to Indochina.

Dr. German Arciniegas is visiting 
Professor of Spanish American litera- 
ture at Columbia University and for- 
mer Minister of Education for the Re- 
public of Colombia. An honorary asso- 
ciate of the National Institute of Arts 
and Letters, and an officer of the Amer- 
ican Committee for Cultural Freedom, 
he is internationally known as a dis- 
tinguished historian, educator and dip- 
lomat. He is also internationally known 
as a liberal—an outspoken foe of all 
totalitarianisms, whether of the left or 
of the right. 


On Sept. 16, when he arrived in New 
York by plane from a visit to Paris, Dr. 
Arciniegas was seized for “questioning” 
under the provisions of the McCar- 
ran-Walter Immi- 
gration Act and 
taken to Ellis Is- 
land. No explana- 
tion for his deten- . 
tion was offered. 

“It is one of 
those cases that we 
are not free to dis- 
cuss,” an immigra- 
tion spokesman 
said. “He is going _ 
to be held at Ellis. 
Island and ques- 
tioned as a securi- 
ty case." 

At Ellis Island Dr. Dr, German Arciniegas 
Arciniegas spent 

the night in a dormitory with about 
thirty other persons. Still he. was not 
told why he was being detained or for 
how long. The only “question” put to 
him was whether he had ever been 
critical of the relations between the 


‘United States and some South Ameri- 


can countries. 


He replied that in his book The 
State of Latin America he had indeed 


been critical of United States economic 
assistance to certain Latin American 
fascist regimes. 

The next day Dr. Arciniegas was re- 
leased. And still no explanation was of- 
fered; the mystery remained. The offi- 
cial-in-charge “apologized” to the edu- 
cator for having “inconvenienced” him, 
but it could not be learned who had 
ordered either his detention or his dis- 
missal. Both the Visa Division of the 
State Department and the Assistant 
Secretary of State for Inter-American 
Affairs denied any knowledge of the 
case. 

Dr. Arciniegas is obviously a very 
magnanimous man: he is. reported to be 
“puzzled” but not “upset” by the inter- 
lude. This is certainly admirable. 

Citizens of the United States cannot 
afford such detachment, however. They 
should, like the Doctor, be puzzled, but 
they should also be upset. They should 
ask how long such “incidents” will go 
on before the more outrageous fea- 
tures of the McCarran-Walter Act are 
repealed. They should ask how many 
stupidities must be perpetrated, how 
many affronts to human dignity in- 
flicted, how many losses to United 
States prestige borne before the na- 
tion's traditions of freedom, generosity 
and decency are reasserted. 

The defenders of the act reply, of 
course, that in most cases no real harm 
is done. Dr. Arciniegas, for example, 
was released. An “apology” was made. 

Dr. Arciniegas igs a famous man. A 
storm of protest was heard when news 
of his detention broke. But other men 
who are not famous are detained. No 
protests are heard in their behalf. No 
“explanations” are made—-and no “‘apol- 
ogies” are forthcoming. Ignatz Metzei, 
as far as we know, is still on Ellis 
Island, 


Industries Can Protect Themselves 


From The Cincinnati Enquirer 


It was a coincidence, of course, that 
we should find in the same morning's 
paper the news of Arthur S. Flem- 
ming’s warning on Soviet H-bombs and 
a story about the air raid shelters being 
built by the Cincinnati Milling Machine 
Co, Yet the coincidence is fortunate. 

It emphasizes the fact that govern- 
ment officials are well aware of the 
danger of atomic attack without warn- 
ing. And it shows that some leading in- 
dustries are taking advantage of*the 
government's tax write-off to build 
shelters more economically. 

The “sensation” in Mr, Flemming’s 
disclosures lay in the flat statement 
that Russia has hydrogen bombs and 
the means of using them against us in 
a devastating surprise attack. Yet this 
is not really much more than a clear- 
cut confirmation of what has been quite 
generally believed. 

The really important disclosure made 
by the Defense Mobilization head is that 
the geversment does have an orderly, 
considered plan for improving the se 
curity of our vital industries. . 

There is a careful effort to ent 
the establishment of new plants of a 
vital character within 10 miles of a 
known target. — 


There also is a tax policy which al- 


lows corporations to write off the cost 
of protective construction for tax pur- 
poses. The effect.is akin to a subsidy 
of concerns willing to look ahead and 
prepare either air raid shelters or other 
protective facilities. 

This is by no n- a comprehensive 
national policy. It deals only with the 
encouragement of protection for essen- 
tial industries. But that is about as far 
as Mr. Flemming’s responsibility runs, 

Meantime, cities like Cincinnati with 
many industries and transport 


plexes of known strategic importance 
should bestir themselves. 

For the urgency of the whole prob- 
lem of civilian defense has increased 
enormously in the last six months— 
even though this has been a period of 
relaxation of the tension in Europe and 
a period of precarious peace in Korea.

Tahitian Maid and Missionary 


TRORIC OF bgver. by Suzanne McConnaughey.

Under a single headstone on the 

island of Tahiti lie peacefully together 

the bones of two missionaries who a 

century and a half ago became bitter 

enemies on account of a native woman,

There came a time when the 
missionary had to admit to himself that 
he had been kidding himself when he 
thought he could christianize her by 
marrying her. 


He wanted to be friends again with 
Alexander and the others, but they, 
with Alexander as their spokesman, 
characterized his recent relations with 
Marua with some strong words out of 
the Bible and turned him down. In @ 
frenzy he desecrated a pagan altar. 


Just what happened to him after that 
is not clear from the records: The ac- 
counts, as set down ty John Alexander, 
were conflicting and are veiled in mys 
tery to this day. Mrs. McConnaughey, 
with a novelist’s privilege, has suggest 
ed what may have happened.

What happened in Wisconsin's 
Ninth district indicated disillu- 
sionment, a disillusionment that 
seemed to include the President, 
for the Republican candidate 
kept his image aloft and did 
obeisance before it constantly.

‘Busy as a Beaver

3 DENVER. 

ENVER is extremely proud of Denver and Colorado. 
D I must say at this time of year they have a right to be. 

Up on the passes the aspen are flaming gold. The 
great plains are gray-green with sage and buffalo grass. 
The rivers are full and the cattle are fat. 

The beavers are lying around doing nothing. I saw a 
dozen beaver dams and not a beaver at work. I mention 
it only so we can stop all this talk about “busy as a 
beaver,” that’s all. 

Beavers used to be the main economy around 1830 or 
so. Then men stopped wearing beaver hats and the busi- 
ness busted. Cattle took over. For a good many past years, 
cattlemen made a great fuss about ceiling prices. Now ceil- 
ing prices are off and cattlemen are complaining about 
prices anyway. ; 
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UP AROUND DUCHESNE, where Father Escalante 
made his explorations, I ran into a cattle buyer. “I travel 
500 miles every day,” he said. “We put in a bid on cattle 
and then we never know whether we'll get them or not.” 
He said cattle were in great demand. But they were hard 
to get. Maybe we should go back to beaver. 

Father Escalante traveled this country in 1776. As I 
remember, he came from Santa Fe, trying to find a new 
route to the missions in California. 

Once I talked to a man who had ridden completely 
over the Escalante route. He said the explorer-priest was 
so exact in his description that they had been able to locate 
90 per cent of his camps. 

Way down in the Southwest where there still are no 
roads, Escalante crossed the Colorado river. They had to 
cut steps in rocky banks before the mules would climb. 
This man years later found those steps still cut in the rock. 
He showed me a picture of them.

I HAVE BEEN asked to cof- 
rect some figures that were 
published in my recent col- 
umn on the _ International 
Christian University near 
Tokyo. It appears that the 
Japanese people actually 
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raised $450,000 for this unl- 
versity, rather than the figure 
of only $45,000 as printed in 
my column. 

Mr. Feiser, who points out 
the error, was executive direc- 
tor of the newly organized 
Japan International Christian 
University Foundation from 
1947 until toward the end of 
1950. He tells of many thrill- 
ing. experiences he had in 
working with the Japanese 
people, frequently being the 
only American among them. 
Prime Minister Yoshida gave 
him a luncheon at which he 
offered his full indorsement of 
the university, and even the 
imperial family contributed. 

In the end, Japanese contri- 
butions paid for the site of 
the school and yielded a suf- 
ficient surplus to establish 
scholarships. All this was done 
at the time when Japan was 
an impoverished nation after 
the last war. This, I hope, 
will correct the original mis- 
conception caused by the 
printed error in my column, 
although I would imagine that 
no one would have laid too 
much emphasis ‘on this, since 
typographical errors are very 
apt to occur in almost any 
story.

Causes of Eczema 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ARRY JAMES, a smalf business man, used to come 
Home from work each Saturday night tense and tired— 

too tired to go anywhere, his wife claimed. He would 
arise Sunday morning with a severe headache and a vaguely 
nauseated feeling. He also had eczema of his left wrist— 
or so he called it—a dry crusty itching skin disease. He 
refused to consult his physician. 

Now, 20 years later, with his children grown and inde- 
pendent, his business established and enough money in the 
bank, Harry James is free of his week-end headache and 
his eczema. He has time to go out with his wife in the 
evening and he feels like it. 

This illustrates the emotional element possible in both 
headaches and skin disease. However, usually hives rather 
than eczema is more closely associated with emotional stress. 

: 2: 

ECZEMA HAS SEVERAL POSSIBLE CAUSES because 
it is a description of the skin condition rather than one 
specific disease. Any weeping crusting chronic skin: con- 
dition is called eczema. Your skin can react to a variety 
of different things by raising up in little blisters that 
break, releasing a clotting crusting fluid. 

Though not caused by emotion alone, emotional upsets 
can make eczema worse. Even so, the psychiatrist's couch 
is not the answer in eczema treatment. ; 

The usual cause is an Internal or a contact allergy. 
Eggs or wheat, for instance, can produce allergic skin 
reactions in some people—an example of the internal sort 
of allergy. Things your skin touches can produce a contact 
allergic reaction. 

x *&* * | 

THE WHOLE KEY TO TREATMENT lies in finding 
the cause by trial and error. There are two ways to do this. 

You and your doctor can eliminate, one by one, the 
various foods, toilet articles, and other things that con- 
ceivably might be causes. When the offending agent is 
found, the skin will improve after a few days unless it is 
also infected. 

Or, nearly all foods and toilet articles are eliminated 
to start with. Then, one by one, you start using each of 


‘ them again. The offending agent shows up clearly as 


making the skin worse. 

This method helps the skin right away, even though 
it means a period of semi-starvation while you are off 
most foods. Only one can be added each day or two until 
the culprits are found. 

When the skin is infected, the infection must be cured 
before these trials begin. An infected skin won't clear up 
simply by staying away from whatever you are allergic to. 

x * 

ECZEMA AND OTHER ALLERGIES afflict people of 
all ages, including babies. Sometimes such simple thing 
as boiling the formula milk*(changing the protein in it) 
relieves a baby’s eczema, 

Usually allergies become milder as you grow older. On 
the other hand, after 60 or more years of living, your skin 
becomes thinner, less elastic, and less resistant to all sorts 
of chronic afflictions. 

Like acne, the chances of recovery from eczema are 
good if you co-operate long enough with your physician. 
In fact, such co-operation is about three-fourths of the 
reason for success in curing these skin troubles or other 
allergic complaints. Lotions and salves can relieve the 
itching of eczema during the long period of looking for 
its cause but such applications are not curative.

South made five odd without 
having to do so much as take a 
finesse--and then the argument 
started! ; 

South rasped that his jump 
from two spades to four dia- 
monds had been a force, and 
North just as emphatically dis- 
agreed. With elaborate sar- 
casm North asked what South 
would have done if North had 
bid four spades. “I would have 
bid five diamonds, of course,” 
South replied virtuously. 

It goes without saying, of 
course, that South’s bidding 
“philosophy” was absurd. Sure- 
ly, there was no good reason for 
coaxing (or even forcing) North 
to bid something which South 
could so logically bid for him- 
self. Actually, South’s jump re- 
bid of a suit he had previously 
mentioned was not an absolute 
force, and North was well with- 
in his partnesship rights (as well 
as sensible) when he passed to 
four diamonds.

-Beyond ques- 
tion or argument, South should 
have jumped to five diamonds 
on the second round.

pointed to the small problem 
of Communism and the in- 
creasing interest of surround- 
ing countries in Israel's social 
and economic life. 

“We are the only demo- 
cratic country in that part of 
the world,” she said. “We are 
supported by other democratic 
nations such as the United 
States because they realize 
that we are a wedge between 
democracy and Communism. 

“With peace coming, and the 
opportunity for more give and 
take with our neighbors, I be- 
lieve we shall become a train- 
ing school for democracy. 
Within our own country, the 
Arab minority is accepting our 
way of life and becoming ab- 
sorbed into the economic pro- 
gram. 

“Recently, driving from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem, I gave a 
ride to a young Arab mother 
who was taking her baby to 
the Histadrut health and wel- 
fare center. Later, I met her 
husband, who spoke Hebrew 
fluently and was working on 
land held in: common with 
Jewish farmers. That shows

HISTRADRUT, to which 
Americans already have con- 
tributed $30,000,000, traces its 
roots back to the land itself, 
for it was first established by 
“immigrant farmers in the late 
nineteenth century who wanted 
to combat the employment of 
cheap labor by land-owners. 
Gradually, Mrs. Samuel ex- 
plained, it broadened its pro- 
gram. to include professional, 
industrial and white collar 
workers, until today it has a 
membership of more than 760,- 
000 


Although Israel, which be- 
came a state in 1948, still has 
its “struggles and its prob- 
lems,” one-third of its popula- 
tion is housed in new struc- 
tures, additional factories are 
being opened, new industries 
are being developed so that 
more goods can be exported to 
balance the economy, Mrs. 
Samuel pointed out. 

“But in addition to the new 
houses already built, we need 
25,000 more units to care for 
those now living in tents or 
in huts. And we want to help 
raise the standards of living 
as well as create new houses 
for these families. 

“Women have had a strug- 
gle just as they have had in 
all countries, but we have 
overcome many of the hur- 


problem of training immigrah 
people, helping them accept 
the idea of farm life, Farm. 
ing is really the basis of our 
economy. There's no thought 
of going from the farm to 
the big city. In fact, it’s the 
other way around. We have 
to feed ourselves and the 
more we can grow the less 
food we nave to import.” 
* *
